made less sticky, . better drained, 
and more easily cultivated.

is due to the notion of the lime in 
causing the small soil particles to 
stick together, thus making 
• little 


flakes or larger particles'. 
When 


used on sandy soil in the form of 
limestone, small amounts of lime 
tend to act as» cement, and by hold- 
ing fhft soil particles together en- 
able the soil to hold water better. 
However, one should 
be 
careful 


about using large amounts of lime 
on deep sands—the leaky kind—on 
account of the loss of nitrogen."
